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NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


Section 35, Chapter 81, Revised Statutes 1944 


Betore making an assessment, the Assessors shall give sea- 
sonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifica- 
tion in some public place in the town, or shall notify them, in such 
other way as the town at it’s annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring in to them erie and perfect lists of their polls and all their — 
estates real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. If and resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make application to 
the Assessors or the County Commissioner for any abatement of | 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and sat- 


isfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

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COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Hope 
February 16, 1945 to February 15, 1946 


Cash: 


All receipts as issued by the Treasurer were examined and 
bank deposits were compared with same. It was discovered that 
the Treasurer had issued receipts for $112.88: but had not made a 
bank deposit to cover these several receipts. The Treasurer had 
also issued a duplicate receipt for $78. During the dudit one of 
these receipts was voided. The Treasurer made a deposit for 
$112.88 on May 22. Payments were made by check and all checks 
were compared to the warrants and payrolls. Several errors were 
discovered and adjusted. 


Accounts Receivable: 


In this account, $148.83 is due from the Treasurer-Collector, 
and on May 22 a deposit was made to cover this amount. 


Taxes Receivable: 


The 1945 commitment of taxes to the Collector was added 
and found in agreement with the warrant of the Assessors. All 
entries on the Tax Collector’s cash sheets were examined. This 
commitment was accounted for by cash paid the Treasurer, $3.00 
due from the Collector, or was still unpaid according to the re- 
cords. 


Payments and abatements on prior years’ taxes were checked. 
It was noted that several parcels of real estate have not been 
secured by tax liens. 
Tax Liens: 


All-payments on tax liens were checked and Hae remaining 
unpaid were examined and listed. 
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Due Governmental Agencies: 


This account represents withholding tax and teachers’ re- 
tirement fund deductions not forwarded to the respective agencies 
at the year end. 


Surplus: 


At the close of the year the unappropriated surplus amounted 
to $2,440.46, as compared to an unappropriated surplus of 
$2,043.86 at February 15, 1945. This represents an increase of 
$396.60 during the year under examination, the detail of which 
may be found on Exhibit E of this report. 


Trust Fund: 


A trust fund in the amount of $100 was received by the town 
and has not as yet been invested. This has been set up as due 
from General Funds. 


General: 


The 1945 excise tax receipts No. 83 to No. 198 and the 1946 
excise tax receipts No. 1 to No. 105 were checked from the copies 
of the receipts and all monies were found to have bzen deposited 
with the Treasurer.

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To the Citizens of the Town of Hope: 


I hereby submit, for oe consideration, my annual report 
of the Hope scheols. 


Due to the acute teacher shortage it was again necessary 
for the schools to open in September with two sanction teachers. 
Mrs.:Ruth Pease continued as teacher of the lower grades at Hope 
Corner and Mrs. Eunice Gilcrest opened the school at South Hope. 
Miss Susie Leavitt, a normal school graduate with several years 
of successful tcaching experience was ¢lected to teach the upper 
grades at Hope Corner. Mrs. Pease was unable to teach during 
the latter part of the fall term and her place was taken by Mrs. 

ernice Robbins. At the beginning of the winter term we were 
fortunate in having a certified teacher, in the person of Mr. C. 
Leroy Barker, take over the teaching duties at South Hope. 
Mr. Barker is a normal school graduate with several years ex- 
perience as a teacher and principal of Maine schools. 


Considerable repair work was done at the South Hope 
School during the summer. A new sill was placed under the front 
of the building, new doors were hung, the interior walls were 
covered with sheetrock, and the whole interior of the room was 
painted. 


Rock wool insulation has been placed over the ceiling area 
of both buildings, making the buildings eaiscr to heat. Storm 
windows have been installed at Hope Corner. 


I recommend that automatic oil heat b2 installed at both | 
school buildings. This type of heat is even, requircs less attention 
and is no more expensive than wood at the present time. Many 
other Maine schools have converted to oil with excellent results. 


At present a hot lunch program is being arranged by the 
teachers and mothers at the Hope Corner School. Such a program 
will be of great benefit to the children of the school, especially 
those children who must remain at school every noon. — 
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I want to thank the school committee members, the teachers 
and the parents who have extended friendly cooperation to me 
since I became Superintendent of the Hope Schools.
